The McGill Baby Care co-op is 
eing aided and supported in their 
Bjruggle by the Women's Collec- 
jpe ol Liberation School, profes- 
Bors Marlene Dixon of sociology 
Çnd Pauline Vaillaincourt of Politi- 
I Science, and many interested 
udents. Petitions and leaflets 
ere circulated throughout cam- 
s demanding day care as a 



"right rather than a privilege." 

At noon a teach-in on the situa- 
tion drew over 1 00 students to the 
Union ballroom. There, the aims 
and tactics of the struggle came 
under attack from History profes- 
sor Laurier LaPierre. "Do you 
think it's responsible to hold chil- 
dren on the eighth floor?" he 
asked, pointing out the inherent 
fire hazard. His major opposition, 
however, was towards those 
whom he feared would make most 
use of the day-care centre: "the 
comfortable bourgeois students 
with their $8000 grants". "How 
many kids are there belonging to 
the St. Henri community?" he 
challenged. 

Marlene Dixon agreed that this 
was exactly the shortcoming of 
the proposed McGill Family Com- 
munity Centre (MCFC) which will 
mainly provide services for a 
highly privileged group, the 
faculty and comfortable students. 

The baby-sitting co-op that the 
group is fighting for would be 
available to the workers of McGill, 
the secretaries, janitors and stu- 
dents who really need the service. 

"In Quebec there is a serious 
day-care problem. We must try to 
implement it for the workers here 



but we must try to raise the human 
political issues and we must raise 
these in genera) and at large," 
stated Dixon. She defended the 
"children's occupation of the 
eighth floor as the only alternative 
for the group in order to do some- 
thing about the situation now." 
The babies were taken home in 
the evening. 

Marlene Dixon also stressed 
the "rights of the fathers." "A 
father can't father his children in 
our society because he is away 
at work." You always hear about 
women who can't see and. take 
care of their kids. This shows how 
important this issue is to men and 
women, mothers and fathers." 
she said. 

LaPierre then asked who would 
be willing to provide day-care if 
their student fees were raised by 
one dollar. All the students in the 
room raised their hands. 

Yesterday evening Sam King- 
don, director of university plann- 
ing, telephoned the student par- 
ents, capitulating to their pre- 
vious demand for the continued 
use of the old Spanish language 
laboratory as a baby-sitting 
co-op. He asked that the group

The Montreal police force's 
continuing campaign of on- 
campus harassment of McGill stu- 
dents claimed a fresh victim late 
Wednesday night. 

This time the student in ques- 
tion was not a political activist, or 
a long-haired "freak", but a short- 
haired, clean-cut, apolitical first- 
year dentistry student, Roger Har- 
rington, who was attacked and 
beaten by two plainclothesmen 
when he failed to identify himself 
to their satisfaction. 

The incident, which was wit- 
nessed by a number of passers- 
by, began around ten o'clock 
Wednesday night as Harrington 
was heading down University 
street after an evening of floor 
hockey at the Currie Gym. 

He had just about reached the 
entrance to the campus by the 
Strathcona Medical Building 
when a white unmarked car drew 
up beside him. Two burly men 
dressed in ski jackets and jeans 
jumped out and one of them 
pointed a finger at Harrington and, 
without identifying himself, 
ordered him to halt. 

Not knowing what these two 
strangers wanted with him, but not 
inclined to stay and find out, Har- 
rington took off as fast as he 
could, through the Strathcona 
gates onto the campus. The two 
plainclothesmen caught up with 



him and wrestled him to the 
ground by the sheds facing the 
Eaton Laboratory. 

A wild struggle ensued, and 
lasted for about ten minutes with 
the 1 50 pound Harrington at a dis- 
tinct disadvantage. 

Later Harrington would remark 
that he felt the only reason he still 
had ail his teeth, and both his testi- 
cles, was because he had left the 
gym still wearing his mouthguard 
and jock. 

A sizeable crowd soon 
gathered, attracted by the strange 
struggle, and by Harrington's 
shouts for help. 

Eventually someone in the 
crowd notified McGill security who 
in turn called the police. 

An ordinary police cruiser soon 
appeared and Harrington was 
handcuffed and driven off to Sta- 
tion 10. 

He was held for the night in the 
drunk tank and in the morning was 
charged with two counts of "as; 
saulting an officer in the perfor- 
mance of his duty." 

Attempts by university officials 
to have the charges dropped have 
been unsuccessful, as the police 
allege that Harrington "went for 
our guns." Roger Harrington, 
needless to say, could be in for 
a rough time. So far it is the word 
of the police against his.

[Dalhousie council ousts editor 



HALIFAX (CUP)-The Dalhousie 
University student council 
anuary 28 overruled the staff of 
e student newspaper, The 
alhousie Gazette, and 
appointed one of their own council 
members, Ken McDougall , as 
editor of the paper for a one-year 
term. 

The action was a violation of 
ne Canadian University Press 
(CUP) statement of principles, 
•he Gazette was a founding 
member ol the 35-year-old stu- 
dent press organization. 

The stall had elected Margaret 
Bezanson who worked on the 
Paper for two years, as editor 
before the council meeting. 
However, under the student union 
institution, this election had to 
oe ratified by the council. 

Both applicants were scroened 
"y the council applications com- 
ptée and it recommended 
aezanson for Gazette editor. 

•his is the first time in the 
Gazettes 105-year history that 
staffs choice for editor has 



been overturned by the student 
council. 

Bezanson fulfilled the qualifica- 
tions for editor as outlined in the 
CUP constitution. McDougall, on 
the other hand, has very little 
experience with the paper. He 
worked for it for a few months last 
. year, was unable to work with the 
staff, quit and ran for a position 
on the student council. 

Bezanson planned to continue 
tho policy of staff democracy and 
collective decision-making. 
McDougall intended to enforce his 
power as editor and carry on a 
form of autocracy. However, he 
did concede the supreme author- 
ity would be the student union. 

The council overlooked the 
relativo experience of both appli- 
cants and the fact that the present 
staff would strike if McDougall 
was chosen editor. It voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of McDougall. 

Following the passage of the 
motion appointing McDougall 
editor, the Gazette staff, a major- 
ity of which atlendedthe meetinrj, 



left. A. motion was then made to 
make McDougall editor effective 
immediately. It was defeated. The 
motion Was Intended to prevent 
the present staff from publishing 
this week's issue of the Gazette, 
possibly the last one. 

McDougall takes over the 
editorship Wednesday Jan 31, 
according to the Dalhousie stu- 
dent union by-laws. 

A motion was also made and 
carried that the last issue put out 
by the present staff be screened 
and censored by a representative 
of the student council. This was 
carried out by the president, Brian 
Smith, and the chairman, 
_Naderajah. 

* The action was supposedly to 
prevent any blatant slander of out- 
side organizations or persons 
which would bring a lawsuit 
against the student union. The 
councillors thought this tactic was 
most likely to be taken by the 
Gazette staff in retaliation for the 
council's actions. ...........

The real tragedy in Managua 



The news item published below reveals the real tragedy 
of the Nicaraguan situation. It underscores the inability 
of the capitalist system to aid the victims of natural disas- 
ters. , 

In Managua tens of thousands were killed or injured. 
The city is in rubble. Two hundred thousand people are 
homeless and 250,000 unemployed. 

What was the immediate response of the Somoza dic- 
tatorship of Nicaragua? It sent troops to guard the down- 
town stores, offices, and especially the banks. Troops 
were ordered to shoot "looters" on sight. The first priority 
of the capitalist Nicaraguan Government was to protect 
whatever private property' was left, against the poor. 

But what about the millions of dollars of relief aid 
from the US and other Capitalist governments? A report 
from Nicaragua in the New York Times (December 29, 
1972) says that "observers could verify that refugees 



were receiving only a pittance five days after the national 
catastrophe, although there has been a huge flow of all 
kinds of. aid from 24 countries." . 

Government bureaucrats responsible for distribution, 
of the aid are simply enriching themselves. 

Meanwhile, the United States Government is making 
a lot of noise about how humanitarian it is for sending 
aid to Managua. But according to the United States 
Agency for International Development, the US provided 
(he measly sum of S3-milIion in relief supplies and other 
aid. Compare this token aid with Washington's enthusias- 
ism in airlifting massive military aid to the Thicu regime 
when it appeared that a cease-fire might be agreed upon. 
Nixon rushed $300 million in aircraft alone to the Thieu 
dictatorship. 

The hypocrisy or Nixon and Somoza contrasts with 



the real expressions of human solidarity from wwkicj 
people throughout the world. An example of such solid* 
ity was the collection of aid by Puerto Rican ba>efoS 
star, Robert Clémente, who died in a plane crash co 
his way to Nicaragua. Clémente wanted to go lo 
Nicaragua to make sure the aid he collected got into 
the hands of those in need rather than profiteers. 

With a socialist organization of society human beings 
will be able to effectively counteract these natunl 
tragedies. A socialist government can help mobilize nod- 
ing people to send massive aid to their stricken brothers 
and sisters. It can distribute aid through the wortm' 
and peasants' unions and other popular organizations. 
Such a government will, in short, work lo alleviate huma 
misery rather than to protect private property.

After the earthquake 



While TV reports in the US showed a 
stricken Nicaraguan government doing all 
it could to help its people out of the 
earthquake tragedy, a dilferent, more 
evealing picture of the fate of 400,000 
"anaguans was being shown on a Mexi- 
can TV documentary programme. 

This two-hour programme showed hun- 
dreds of bodies thrown from trucks into col- 
lective graves and thousands of starved 
rioters in the streets of Managua. 

"In Managua there is no water or food," 
said the narrator of the TV crew, while tho 
cameras showed Nicaraguan government 
officials drinking whiskey in the garden of 
President Somoza's mansion. 

US ne*wspapers reported Somoza's 
decision to cut off food to the people in 
order to force them to leave the ruined city 
where they might die of disease. 

They did not report, as was confirmed 
by Prensa Latina's Ernesto Jimenez in 
Managua, that "thousands of tons of food 
supplies are accumulating in the guarded 
warehouses, while people are desperately 
searching for crusts in this heap of rubble 
and pain that was once Managua." 

On the road to Las Mercedes Airport a 
group of 300 to 400 peasants carrying signs 
reading "We Are Hungry", stopped the cars 



carrying foreign correspondents, the Mexi- 
can TV documentary reported, and told 
them that the food generously sent by inter- 
national groups is not being distributed to 
the people. "The Army stockpiles the dona- 
tions, but it doesn't distribute them," the 
people said before TV cameras. 

There is no disinfection for the truckloads 
of bodies tossed into mass graves. "We 
don't have any disinfectants here", the 
cemetery manager told the Mexican TV 
reporter. "No one will claim these bodies; 
they're all poor people." 

On the roads leading away from 
Managua, families wait for hours for trans- 
portation. Somoza has ordered the city 
evacuated but has provided no vehicles. 
The children cry from thirst, but there is 
no water. 

The TV camera switches to the Somoza 
mansion. The garden is green, flower filled, 
with swimming pools and little ponds. On 
a table on the lawn, government ministers 
laugh together and drink whiskey as if they 
were spending a normal weekend, while 
they await Somoza. 

Mexican reporter Alfonso Verdugo says 
on the screen, "This is a fortress in a rich 
sector where no house was destroyed or 
even damaged. ■ It is protected by at least 



12 tanks and hundreds ol soldiers armed 
with machine guns. Getting in here was 
harder than pushing through the rubble of 
the leveled city." 

At the bottom of the garden, the cabinet 
ministers have just been informed that "a 
riot is going on at a gas station. Some 
agitators rebelled and demanded food. 
They threatened to blow up the qas sta- 
tion." ■ 

Somoza has given the order to "shoot 
to kill" possible looters. Several people 
have been killed. A student leader charged 
that food distribution is "being conducted 
on an unfair basis with ho care taken of 
the poorest, those who never have enough 
to eat and who now have nothing at all." 

According to the Venezuelan newspaper 
El Globo, the earthquake destroyed the 
prison opposite the military school which 
housed political prisoners of the regime. 

The 150 who survived the earthquake 
were machine-gunned to death by the 
police. 

These are not the only political prisoners 
in Nicaragua. .It is a poor country with a 
long history of guerrilla struggle by the poor, 
going back to the famous guerrilla leader 
Augosto Cesar Sandirio, killed by the father 



of the present President in 1934 on if- 
direct orders of the US Consul ■ 
Nicaragua. 

Other political prisoners, many of lh^ 
members of the Sandinest Front w 
National Liberation, the present-day gw 
rilla orgainzation, are housed m the w 
geons of Somoza's mansion itself, accord- 
ing to Prensa Latina's Rafael Floies. 

They may have been safe from w 
earthquake but not from Somozasp- ; 
who from reports smuggled out bylhep 
oners, have tortured prisoners there. 

The Mexican TV report concludes ifl 
the arrival ol General Somoza to his 
sion. The Mexican reporter tells MJg 
the starving people he met on (he roaoro 
the airport. 

Clean-shaven, in his yellow un.WJ 
Somoza replies, "Oh. that was 
Venezuelan aid brigade. They deeded r 
to distribute their food supplies. 

And then with narrowed eyes he a J 
"But there is no cause for cornant, 
those protesters should have been aire* 
evacuated from the city." ^
